During  1968  the  nains  from  R7  (North  Warren  Hill  ’eseirvoir) 
connecting  Melplash  to  Mangorton  and  Tfcst  Milton,  were  completed  and  brought 
into  use  and  the  other  extension  into  the  Waytown  area  should  bo  in  use  by  the 
spring  of  1969.  Reservoir  No,  5 near  Marshwood  Church  is  about  60%  complete  and 
work  is  in  hand  laying  the  main  from  here  throo^  the  Marshwood  Vale,  The  new 
main  from  Whitchurch  Canonicorun  to  Wootton  Fitzpainc  will  also  be  complete 
and  in  use  by  the  spring  of  1969. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  will  cease  to  exist  on  March  31 st,  19^9 
follo\7ing  its  inco Iteration  in  the  new  Dorset  Water  Board,  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  say,  therefore,  what  plans  the  new  board  will  have  for  completing 
the  West  Board’s  original  schemes.  The  works  involved  arc  those  covered  by  the 
original  phases  8 and  9 in  the  scheme  detailed  below.
